A COLLISION IN THE LEE, 


In the King’s Bench Division, in the aetion 
of the Cork Harbour Commissioners v. the 
owners of the Vechtdyx, her tackle, apparel 
and furniture, 

Mr. Hungerford (instructed by Messrs. 
A. H. Allen and Son), for the defendants, 
applied to make a consent a rule of Court. 
The action was brought to recover £35,000 
damages, arising out of a collision in the 
River Lee on tha 19th January, 1922, be- 
tween the defendants’ ship and a barge of 
the Cork Harbour Commissioners. The con- 
sent provided that the action should’ be 
stayed on the terms that the defendants 
should pay to the plaintifis £2,000 in full 
ana complete satisfaction for all damages, 
liabilities, demands, costs, and expenses. of 
every nature and kind claimed or incurred 
by the plaintiffs in the action; and that the 
bail bond, dated the 3lst January, 1923, and 
given by the Ulster Bank, Belfast, to the 
Court to secure the payment of £3,000 and 
a further sum of £500 for costs should 
forthwith be vacated and cancelled, and the 
sureties named in it discharged and released. 

Mr. Justice Samuels ask 
cover everything? 

Mr. Hungerford replied that the £2,000 
covered dama and everything. The bond 
was for £3, for damages and £500 for 
costs. The bond had been destroyed in the 
Four Courts. The owners were Dutch. 

Mr. Justice Samuels made the order 
sought. 


A MINOR’S INJURIES. 


An application was made, in an action in 
which the plaintiff is Emmet. Clarke, son of 


“| the late Mr. Thomas Clarke, who was executed 


after the rebellion of 1916. He is a minor, 
suing by his mother, Mrs. Kathleen Clarke, 
and seeks to recover damages for persona] in- 
juries against the defendant, John P. Cuddy. 

Mr. Martin Maguire (instructed by Messrs. 
Corrigan and Corrigan), for the plaintiff, said 
that the defendant was a cattle dealer, re- 
siding in Liverpool, but he sometimes resided 
with his sister in Dublin. The motor car, in 
respect of the alleged negligent: driving of 
which the action was brought, was Tegistered 
8190, as of the address of the defendant, 48 
Seville place, Dublin. The defendant's sister, 
who was driving the motor car on the 11th 
June, 1920, when the accident occurred, which 
resulted in injuries to the plaintiff, resided 
at the same address. Counsel asked for an 
order to subetitute service of writ of summons 
on the defendant’s brother. or sister, as when 
the civil bill officer called to 48 Seville place, 
Dublin, he was informed that the defendant 
was at present in Liverpool. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that the de- 
fendant resided outside of the jurisdiction, and 
he could not make the order. 

Mr. Maguire said that he would renew 
the application, and would hand in an affidavit 
to show that defendant resided in Dublin 
occasionally. 

Mr. Justice Samuels—That is a matter for 
yourself. 


JUDGMENT SET ASIDE. 


In the case of Crotty v. O’Meara and others, 
an action brought to recover £77 Qs. 6d., con- 
sisting of £60 19s. 6d. price of goods sold and 
delivered, and the balance money lent, the 
parties residing in the Count Waterford, 

Mr. Connolly (instructed Messrs. E. A. 
Ryan and Co.) applied on behalf of the de- 
fendants, Denis O'Meara and Mary O'Meara, 
his wife, of Garryduff, and John Byrne, of 
Moonamon, Co. aterford, for an order set- 
ting aside the final judgment marked against 
the defendants by the plaintiff for the full 
amount. 

The solicitor for the plaintiff stated that, 
acting on a telegram received on the subject 
from the plaintiff, he did not oppose the 
application. i í 
r. Connolly, replying to his lordship as to 
the grounds on which the application was 
made, said that two of the defendants. never 
bad any dealings with the plaintiff at all, and 
one of them was sued merely because he hap- 
pened to be a trustee of some deed which had 
nothing whatever to do with the cause of 
action, 

My. Justice Samuels made the order sought, 
setting aside the final judgment marked, and 
reserved the question of costs till that day 
week.

DISMISSED FOR WANT OF 
PROSECUTION. 


In the case of Driscoll v, Beamish, 
Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. J. 
H. Powell), who appeared for the defendant, 
Colonel James Beamish, applied to dismiss 
the action for want of prosecution. The action 
was orignally brought by the plaintiff, who 
claimed for work and labour done, as a 
farm servant, for the defendant, and with 
his defence Colonel ish brought £223 into 
Court. Plaintiff subsequently, in the month 
of March last, brought an action to increase 
the amount of the claim from £385 to £1,172, 
which waa refused, with costs. Since that 
time no further fnew Rad been taken in 
the action by the plaintiff. 
There was no appearance on the motion for 
the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Justéee Samuels made an order dis- 
missing the action for want of prosecution, 
with costs, 


RENT OF A LIMERICK SHOP. 


In the case of Baker v. Murphy and others, 

Mr. Bernard Roche, for the plaintiff, said 
that this was a motion for final judgment for 
the sum of £500 rent due and for possession 
ef a shop and premises. Counsel read an afli- 
dayit by the defendant, Francis P. Murphy, 
of 8 O'Connell street, Limerick, which said 
that the rent was £400 a year. At the time 
that the premises were “ commandeered’ by 
the military the defendant did not owe any 
rent, and subseqpent to the getting back of 
the premises he IR three rooms. The affidavit 
further stated that the defendant was quite 
satisfied to pay the plaintiff the rent due as 
soon as his claim for compensation had been 
paid by the Government, and he asked that 
the Court adjourn the motion. 

. Mr, Binchy, who appeared for the defend- 
ant, asked that a considerable stay should be 
put on-the-decree,. because Mr. y, the 
efendant, had been the absolute victim of 
circumstances. which left him penniless, 

Mr. Justice Samuels asked what was the 
amount the defendant claimed from the 
Government, 

Mr. Binchy said £2,500. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that he had no 
option but to give final judgment. The case 
evidently was one—the facts ‘were not dis- 
puted—of very grave hardship. He would 
on judgment for possession, and a stay on it 
or a week, and such other extension as may 
be necessary. His reason for doing so was to 
see what the solicitors could do in the mean- 
time about arranging the matter. 


THE SERVICE OF WRITS.

Solicitor of the affidavit of Lieutenant-General 
Gearoid O8Suilleavain in the same matter 
sworn on the 14th day of June, 1925, which 
deals with the circumstaaces of the arrest cf 
the said Nora Ni Congaile Bean Seamuis Ui 
Briain, and I say that the said Seamus 
O Briain was arrested at the same time as his 
wife, hereinbefore referred to, and has since 
been detained in custody.

All quotations now are made 
currenty’ has‘ become so. fantastically dear 
in, Germany that, very few,contracts of any 
kind “aré possible at *prestnt. At the 
current rate of depreciation the German 
mark will have fallen: below the level of 
the. Russian. rouble within the next few 
days. | 
While the ridiculous rate of ‘the collapse 
of the mark is quite inexplicable, it is 
easy to understand why German currency 
should be falling in value. The occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr has had a very serious 
economic. effect on unoccupied Germany. 
The almost complete divorce from the 
motherland of the rich industrial area of 
Westphalia has reacted severely on every 
branch of German economy, and, in order 
to provide some of the necessaries of life 
for the people, large supplies: must be 
imported from abroad.‘ ‘Within recent 
weeks tl stocks of coal throughout: the 
unoccupied territory have become virtually 
exhausted, and German: importers have 
been forced to place substantial orders for 
coals in Britain and even in the United 
States. © Germany's credit, naturally, is 
very low at present. Therefore, the foreign 
exporters are insisting on cash payments 
for.every ton, of goods which they send to 
German ports. “The -necessity for cash 
payments ‘has created an exceptionally 
brisk demand ‘for foreign currency in 
*{ Berlin and other trading centres’ in‘ Ger- 
many, and the removal of ‘all restrictions 
in regard to dealing in dollars, francs and 
sterling resulted in an immediate rush to 
buy. The aim of every German nowadays 
isto’ possess: as few marks. and ‘as 
many pounds and dollars as possible. 
During the past few days there ‘has 
been a kind of panic on the- Berlin money 
market. Foreign currency has been so 
difficult of access that ‘its price has' risen 
to.a lével which bears no rational pro- 
portion to its real value. 

Prices in Germany soar. from. hour -to 
hour, and the man who in “he morning has 
enough money in his pocket to buy a meal 
may discover at lunch-time that he cannot 
afford to buy a box of maié¢hes, For a 
short period the retail traders ‘sought to 
safeguard. themselves against violent 
fluctuations in the exchanges by qucting 
all their prices in gold: marks or in foreign 
currency. Naturally, this system was most

cussed’ by the Kenya Correspondent of 
The Times in an article which shows how 
widely the ferment of European progrezs 
is. now at work among them and how 
delicate are the problems which their new 
aspirations have. created. One of these 
problems will have a special interest for 
Irishmen... With the ‘changes which 
civilisation has brought the question of 
land tenure. has lost its old simplicity. 
There has been much alienation of land 
in. the past and the natives are pressing 
for assurances that in future their hold- 
ings“will be safe. The Government has 
promised that henceforward there will be 
no -alienation without payment and 
consent, but the difficulty of title remains. ; 
The native of Kenya—like the ancient 
Irish—does not regard the land as per- 
sonal property: it exists for.the benefit 
of the» community. This system is now 
in conflict. with .th- white man’s notions 
of tenure, and much confusion has re- 
sulted. Many chiefs, making the best of 
both practices, have acquired large areas, 
and Kenya has an increasing number of 
“landless. men” who are agitating for 
reform, Individual titie deeds could not 
be issued without a drastic departure from 
native tradition: It seems, therefore, that 
the Government must decide to codify com- 
munal, customs, to put a proper’ title in 
the hands of the “ + on behalf of their 
people, and, to prevent transfers by means 
of law. The. Government is confronted 
also with problems of education and taxa- 
tion. The tribesmen favour the poll tax, 
but. the hut tax his been hitherto one of 
the chief sources of revenue, and the 
Government is loih to abandon it. The 
management of African populations is no 
longer the simple matter that it was when, 
by common, consent, all wisdom and ex- 
perience resided in the elders of the tribe. | 
In Kehya the young men are taking 
charge of affairs. They are vigorous and 
ambitious and their claims must receive 
weight in all future developments of 
native self-goverrment. It will be ‘seen 
that, even if there had been no Indian 
question, the Imperial Government could 
not have ignored the need of a construc- 
tive native policy in Kenya Colony. One 
of the first-fruits of its definite recogni- 
tion of African rights is likely to be the 
association of officials, settlers and 
Afticans in a permanent sidsoes board 
on native affairs. 


A Great Tunnel. 


Remance still clings about the efforts of 
man to bend nature to his will. Either 
rón lack’ of-fsith or tor: come. ether good 
and ‘sufficient. reason he has done little in 
the way of moving’ mountains, but when 
thé monatains have stood in his path he 
has seldom failed to get round, through 
ot over the obstacle. The opening of the 
great Otira tunnel jn New Zealand, on the 
railroad between Christchurch and 
Lyttleton,. proves that...Nature cannot 
thwart man when he really sets his mind 
on conquest. It suggests, indeed, that 
the piercing of mountain ranges, frorh 
being a wonder of the world, has become 
a matter of routine. The whole popula- 
tion of New Zealand is. only a million, of 
whom less than half inhabit South Island. 
It: becomes. evident, therefore, that the 
rail traffic between the east and west 
coasts, while important, cannot be a 
matter of vital consequence. It scarcely 
could be compared, for example, with the 
Stream that flows through such arteries 
as-the St. Gothard or Simplon tunnels. 
Nevertheless, the New Zealand Govern- 
ment has thought it worth while to bore 
through five and a third miles of rock—a 
figure which takes no account of seventeen 
subsidiary “tunnels and three steel via- 
ducts—in order to connect the timber and 
coal: lands ‘ofthe west coast of South 
Island with the fertile plains and ranges 
of the east-coast.. The Otira tunnel is the 
seventh longest in the world and the 
longest in the British Empire. It repre- 
sents the greatest railway engineering feat 
that has been achieved entirely by British 
engineers,’ using British labour and 
material. New Zealand may well be 
proud of it, ‘and the successful accom- 
plishment of so great an undertaking by 
so small a country ought to. encourage 
other countries .whose economic develop- 
ment still lags behind ‘that of the enter- 
prising Antipodes.

Much has been written of late concern- 
ing the almost ‘miraculous properties of 
instilin’ as a cure for that hitherto in- 
curable disease, diabetes. Possibly the 
public, which is told so often that a new 
cure for one or other of the comparatively 
few. incurable maladies has been dis- 
covered, has not been greatly impressed ; 
but to the steadily swelling ranks of the 
diabetic the accounts of the success of the 
new treatment opened up vistas of new 
health and strength. It is as well, there- 
fore, that the limitations, as well as the 
potentialities, of the drug should be 
brought to the public attention; and the 
sufferer from diabetes ought to know the 
rather severe conditions under which, for 
the, present atleast, he can secure a fresh 
lease of life and vigour. Insulin is not a

One can only hope and 
pray that they, will be agg 3 mage men ana 
impartial, and that the bane .of Ireland, 
jobbery, will not be attempted. I have talked 
to many farmers and others, and I am: con- 
vinced that a feeling of intense fear is present 
everywhere, and that. feeling “will result in 
panic jf not alleviated by, some statement 
from a responsible Minister who will inform 
the public and. prove to them that there is 
go. real ground for alarm. This Act may 
work properly under a strong and impartial 
Government, but if; as is possible, a Labour 
Government came ‘into power, it could be 
used as a deadly weapon against the farming 
class. 

If the Free State Ministers wish to be 
returned at the next. election and to go down 
to posterity as builders, not destroyers, of 
their new Commonwealth, they must make 
security of .existence and security of tenure 
their watchword. They must advocate 
practical work as opposed to idealism, discipline 
as opposed to confusion, and determination 
clearly expressed that they will govern im- 
partially. and justly over all classes of the

Baldwin, by the frankness and. simplicity 
"pá his speeches, already has a. acted to 
himself a considerable number of personal 
adherents, and that, if a plebiscite were 
held to-day on the qnestion, “ Who is the 
most popular statesman in the country ’ 
a name would come out very near the 
op. 


The Premier’s Position. 


But, even supposing that the Prime 
Minister had no particular foMowing in 
the country, that would not put him “ at 
the mercy of the party machine.” A man 
of his temperament and tastes is not 
easily put at the mercy of anything, for 
the simple reason that he has no personal 
ambition to serve by remaining Prime 
Minister. I have no doubt that he would 
be delighted to go back to his pigs to- 
morrow, if the fates permitted: and that 
is Just why he is not likely to be allowed 
to go. 


Conservatitm and Progress. 


The idea, too, that the “ party 
machine ’’ 18 a reaciionary organisation 
which will not allow the Prime Minister 
to follow his: own: more progressive in- 
stincts, either in foreign affairs or 
domestic legislation, is, I believe, wholly 
fallacious. It is quite true that Sir

Mr. K (Dublin), on behalf of the Irish 
Union of Distributive Workers, moved 4 1es0- 
lution to the effect that Congress viewed with 
grave concern the tendency of the Government, 
to place contracts outside of the Free State, 
and demanding that an Advisory Committee, 
upon which bour v.t: be repraasited, 
should be set up to iracire into the placing 
of contracts and to a-vise thereon. He 
mentioned how the clothing industry had heen 
neglected in Government contracts, while 
large sums of money were sent to England 
for goods. that could have been obtaimed in 
ireland. 

Mr. W. Carpenter (Dublin) told how a man 
from Pimlico had received an order for the 
supply of suits of clothes for prisoners fot 
17s. 6d. each, and how uniforms for the mili- 
tary were obtained from England. 

Mr. Dowling (Postal Workers) said that re- 
sponsibility for sending those orders to Eng- 
land rested upon the Postmaster-General and 
the late Secretary of the Gaelic League. 

Mr. Cormac Walsh denied that the Secre- 
tary of the Gaelic League was responsible. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson mentioned that it 
had been elicited at the Dail on last Friday 
that a quantity of the printing work in con- 
nection with the registers had gone to Eng- 
land in consequence of the need for hasten- 
ing up the completion of the registers in view 
of the imminence of the elections. He 
thought that there was no justification for 
that action on the part of the Contracts Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Cassidy (Derry) and Mr. McNamara 
(Clare Workers’ Council) complained of the 
manner in which the printers in the Free 
State had been treated in this matter. 

Mr. Whelan said that some of the printers 
in Dublin had not been given an opportunity 
of tendering for the work 

Mr. Wickham (Dublin) mentioned that con- 
tracts for motor cars were placed in Man- 
chester without any adyantage to the Go- 
vernment, when those cars could be obtained 
in Ireland with some benefit to Irish agents. 

Mr. Johnson defended the Government in 
regard to certain contracts which they had 
placed outside the Free State, and mentioned 
that in the case of bidding tenders were sent 
in by ten or twelve firms, all at the one 
identical price. No Government could submit 
to the operations of a “ring” like that. 
Since March last about 97 per cent. of the 
purchases made by the Government were 
made from contractors within the twenty-six 
counties, and Irish materials as far as pos- 
sible were supplied.

RAILWAY NATIONALISATION. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell, on behalf of the Rail- 
way Clerks’ Association, moved a resolution, 
condemning the attitude of the Government 
on the question of railway re-organisation ;

gress that no arrangement short of complete 
nationalisation, with a Central Board of Con- 
trol, upon which organised workers on the 
railways shall have adequate representation, 
will give financial equilibrium to the industry. 
They also considered it desirable that a sepa- 
rate State department should be constituted 
to deal with all phases of transport. 

Mr. P. J. Bermingham seconded, and the 
resolution was passed. 

COMMITTEE ON PRICES. 

Mr. Davin asked that some information be 
ziven as to the report of the Committee on 
Prices, which they all knew had been 
furnished to the Government. 

Senator T. Farren, who is a member of the 
Committee, said that the public generally did 
not take the interest in the work of the Com- 
mittee that was expected. After hearing 
evidence, the Committee came to the conclu- 
sion that unless they had legal power to com- 
pel merchants to produce their books and 
documents connected with their trade no satis- 
factory conclusion could be arrived at as to 
whether ‘‘ profiteering” was being carried on.

Mr. Moran (Liverpool) supported the 
motion, and said they must recognise that in 
motion, and said that they must recognise that 
in the altered state of affairs the Irish Free 
State, as far as England and Scotland were 
concerned, was a foreign country. The 
Society was not a Free State Society or a 
Northern Ireland Society. It was an in- 
ternational Society, legislating for the benefit 

security of its members. There was no 
reason why, with the consent of the Conven- 
tion, England and Scotland should not legis- 
late for themselves in local matters, with the 
approval and guidance of the Executive 
Council in Dublin. The rank and file in Eng- 
land and Scotland would continue to be loyal 
to the organisation in Ireland. 

The rerolution was passed by 78 votes to 58.

couventions be held in England and Scotland 
hefore March 31, 1924, for the purpose ot 
adopting rules, electing executives, etc.
